Cossack Leader, Freed On 


$26,000 Bail from N. Y. 
Jail, Drops from Sight- 
Borah Hurries Away. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—Gen. Gre- 


gorie Semenoff, former ataman of the 
Cossacks, who wag freed on $$25,000 
bail lart night from Ludlow street 
jail, dropped out of sight today and 
even his lawyers eald they were not 
rertaln where he could be located. 


The general's bail, In cash, was 


provided by the Russian National So- 
ciety and the Association for the 
Unity of Russians, an organization of 
Russian monarchists. As soon as he 
was freed lajst night, the Cossack 
leaped into a taxicab and was whisk- 
ed away northward. 
The last seen 


of him by others than his lawyers 
was when his mustached face gleam- 
ed out of the rear window of the 
cab as it disappeared in & maze of 
traffic. 


Ezra P. Prentice, chief of the gen- 


eral's legal staff, said he did not know 
w here his client is staying. Gulhe B. 
Golden, one of Prentice's assistants, 
said he knew the address, but that 
he had not been able to find the gen- 
eral in during the day. 
He refused 


to give out the address. 


Madame Semenoff checked out of 


the Waldorf-Astoria yesterday noon, 
although the general did not Join her 
until evening, because he was in Jail. 
Madame Semenoff took with her the 
six boxes which she declared con- 
tained all the possessions of herself 
and her husband 
She left in a taxi- 


cab with Col. George Kroupsky, for- 
mer aide te General Semenoff, and 
gave the hotel no forwarding ad- 
dress. 


Efforts of attorneys for the Youra-

Company, which caused the arrest of 
Semenoff, to locate the general were 
unai ailing. 
Efforts of reporters to 


locate him also failed. 


Officials of the society which pro-

bulletin in which it said a courier 
had returned from Siberia and had 
found Semenoff "the central hope of 
the monarchy."
